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O.K. Millage Renewal; 
Burkley Re-elected

Crawford County voters on Monday passed by a comfortable 
margin the school millage renewal proposal on 17.9 mills and re- 
elected incumbent Kathleen Burkley to the school board in a voter 
turnout election officials termed “‘light’’. 

In sharp contrast to last year’s school election experience, 
voters OK’d the renewal by a better than 2 to 1 margin, 907 yes to 
366 no votes. Burkley defeated Sherry Hanson for the 4-year schoo] 
board post, 707-494. 

In other ballot matters, incumbents Robert F. Bovee, George 
R. Frye and Charles L. Oppy were elected to the Kirtland Com- 
munity College Board of Trustees. Ralph W. Harris and Robert J. 
Carpenter were re-elected to the COOR Intermediate School Board. 

When contacted Tuesday morning, School Supt. Dr. William 
Diedrich expressed gratitude on behalf of the school board for the 
millage OK. ‘“‘We thank the community for approving the millage 
proposal,”’ he commented, ‘now we can rnove ahead with our 
school plans for next year.”’ 

But uncertain economic conditions around the state have cast a 
shroud over the financial state of affairs of the Crawford-AuSable 
District, along with all other school systems statewide. Diedrich 
said Tuesday that an executive order issued two weeks ago by 
Governor Milliken has already impacted the local system. “Our 
school aid has been cut by $30,694,” Diedrich said. It was revenue 
the board anticipated when preparing the budget for next year. 
“We are not out of the woods by any means,”’ Diedrich cautioned, 
“because of the executive order which cut our anticipated revenue,

Around the World 
With Steve Rison 


EDITORS NOTE-—This is 
part two of a two part series 
covering Steve Rison’s “Trip 
Around the World”. 

I began to feel slightly better 
and arrived in Varanasi (for- 
merly Benares) India, famous 
as a holy place for Hindus on the 
banks of the Ganges, to incredi- 
ble i00°F temperatures. 1 
stayed only one night but did 
manage an early morning boat 
ride on the river to see the cen- 
turies old ritual bathing and 
cremation ceremonies. My 
second day in India was the 
beginning of my unforgetable 
frustrations with the Indian 
railroads. A 12 hour train trip 
turned into close to 20 hours

I arrived in Agra exhausted 
and parched (now I know what 
parched means) but after some 
reviving decided to take a late 
afternoon trip to the Red Fort 
and the Taj Mahal. The struggle 
to get there was well worth it as 
I jaid my eyes on what, I 
believe, truly deserved to be 
called one of the seven wonders 
of the world. This most 
beautiful and perfect building of 
inlaid marble leaves one 
shaking their head in awe over 
a Civilization of artisans so 
talented to have created such a 
magnificent structure. 

I left Agra and continued to 
Delhi, the capital of India, some 
3 hours and more railroad frus- 
trations, north. Here the heat 
was equally intense (and is get- 
ting worse) but at least there 
were some air-conditioned 
places where I could hide from 
the sun, I spent a couple of days 


. in Delhi before heading up north 


to where I met some fine friends 
of friends, cooler temperatures 


and my present special space. 

I leave for Kashmir tomorrow 
where I plan to spend a week 
before returning to Delhi and. 
points west. As I have heard 
that the Middle East will be ex- 
periencing similar tem- 
peratures to what I’ve already 
been through during this time of 
year, I have decided to change 
my itinerary again and head 
north to Europe and the final 
chapter of this adventure. 

As I hope to visit some 
relatives in Lithuania, I’m 
hoping to obtain my Soviet visa 
in Delhi, fly to Moscow and con- 
tinue by train across Russia to 
Lithuania. I would then hope to 
trave) across northern Europe 
calling first on Heintz and Ilse, 
my German friends from Ham- 
berg who visited Grayling a 
couple of years ago. Unfor- 
tunately, the state of US/Soviet 
relations may cause some prob- 
Jems with the visa but 1’!) just 
have to wait and see. 

Although Asia has been 
unique and filled with many 
strange and bizarre experien- 
ces it has, like Southeast Asia, 
been rather hard traveling. I 
am, therefore, looking forward 
to some easier travel and 
familiar territory. I have met 
many Europeans along the way 
and with friends from the past, 
should have a pretty busy Euro- 
pean chapter. 

Well I best now get to packing 
my pack and getting a good 
night’s sleep as I must hike 
down the path to the bus, then to

Michigan’s Gov. Bill Milliken reached 
into his bag of surprises and pulled out a 
gem this time. When Democrat Mike 


_ Smydra resigned, under pressure, from 


MSU’s elective governing board, the 
replacement under Michigan law is ap- 
pointed by the governor. 

Milliken heard pleas from 100 or more 
willing hopefuls to help guide MSU 
through rocky times, and then came up 


with someone who didn’t even ask for the | 


job,--Peter Fletcher from Ypsilanti, 
political crony, erstwhile chairman of the 
Michigan Highway Commission, Republi- 
can national committee member from 
Michigan, long-time Republican party 
wheelhorse going back to the George 
Romney days. 

PETER FLETCHER also is a svecess- 
ful businessman, has a keen mind and 
winning way with people and in- 
stitutions, enjoys an unblemished per- 
sonal and professional record, and is, all 
in all, one fine person. 

But Peter Fletcher? At MSU? That's 
incredible. 

Gov. Milliken kept in mind all these 
positive attributes when he tapped Peter 
Fletcher for MSU, and cited most of them 
when he explained his choice. So what’s 
wrong with the appointment? Only that 
Peter Fletcher bleeds blue, that’s all. In 
all the world, there’s no more devoted fan 
of the University of Michigan (not MSU, 
you notice} than Peter Fletcher. And he 
not only permits his U-M biases to show, 
he revels in them. 

FRANKLY, AS a graduate of MSU, 
and as a member of various associations 
and councils and boards connected with 
MSU, I resent Peter Fletcher’s appoin- 
tment. I agree with Gov. Milliken that 
Fletcher has many fine qualities and ser- 
ves extra-ordinarily well in many public 
capacities; Fletcher also is a personal 
friend from long days ago. But for MSU,? 
Not in my book. 

THAT’S AS great a heresy as would be 
naming John Hannah or Duffy Daugher-

this whole column doesn’t rnake sense to 
you anyway. 

In my view, the Governor has really 
come up with a clinker this time—imag- 
inative, but a clinker still. 

The odd part about the whole thing, 
however, is that Peter Fletcher likely will 
do one whale of a good job as a trustee at 
MSU. Strange world, isn’t it? 

TURNING THE DIAL ONLY 
SLIGHTLY, I will jump to the defense of 
both Gov. Milliken and Mr. Fletcher who 
are under attack from another direction. 

The Detroit News (among others) com- 
plains that Mr. Fletcher should have been 
disqualified from appointment to the 
MSU board because of his political ex- 
perience and background. The News des- 
cribes Fletcher as “hardheaded, articu- 
late and has the financial acumen the 
board sorely needs.” But the editorialists 
remain unhappy. 

“The only problem is the relationship 
between the governor and Mr. Fletcher,”’ 
the News editorializes. ‘They are, to put 
it bluntly, political cronies. Mr. Fletcher 
is a longtime Milliken adviser and sup- 
porter, and he is completing his fifth year 
as GOP national committeeman from 
Michigan. No matter how pure the gover- 
nor’s motives may have, the appointment 
can only be seen as blatantly partisan.”’ 

ALLOWING (AS I DO) that Mr. Flet- 
cher may well ‘‘do a fine job” the News 
says: 

‘His political baggage should have dis- 
qualified him. Continuing the partisan 
system, whether elective or appointive, 
effectively bars those candidates who 
may have all the credentials in the world 
except the right political connections.” 

Apparently, The News feels that 
political service should disqualify other- 
wise competent individuals from political 
appointment. I can’t quite follow the 
logic. If an appointee is qualified, as the 
News says Fletcher is, politics shouldn’t 
rule him out. 

Milliken’s appointment of Fletcher was 
not a political choice; after all, Fletcher 
had already received any political rewar- 
ds his service might earn in his appoint- 
ment to the highway job and his selection 
to the national committee. 

J disagree with The News. I'm not quite 
sure what Fletcher’s appointment really 
is.,.but politics it’s not.

Health Department 
Increases Fees 


The Board of Health for Dis- 
trict Health Department No. 1 
voted at its regular meeting on 
May 28, 1980 to increase the en- 
vironmental health fees. The 
increase will take effeet on July 
1, 1980 in Crawford, Kalkaska, 
Missaukee and Wexford Coun- 
ties which are the four counties 
included in the jurisdiction of 
District Health Department No. 
1. The board determined that 
the increased fees would be 
necessary to cover budget short 
falls resulting from inflationary 
costs. Operational costs are 
rising at a rate faster than 
county and state ap- 
propriations. The increased 
operational costs do not provide 
for any additional staff 
positions this year or next. 

Various environmental health 
services are associated with the 
fee schedule. The fees cover 
various types of food service 
establishments, well and septic 
tank construction permits, mor- 
tgage certifications, site evalu- 
ation services and subdivision 
reviews.

Along the North Branch of 
the AuSahle River, the natural vegetation strip shal] extend 
seventy-five (75) feet from the water's edge, while on the other 
areas in the Green Belt Zone, the strip shatl extend fifty (50) 
feet. Within the natural vegetation strip, trees and shrubs may 
be selectively pruned or removed for harvest of merchantable 
timber, to achieve a filtered view of the river or lake from the 
princips) structure end for rexn cule private access to the 
water. Said pruning and removal activities: 


(1) Shall insure a live root system stays intact to provide 
for bank stabilization and erosion control, and 


(2) Shall insure that any path to the water is no greater 
than ten feet in width, shall meander down to the 
water's edge in a manner which protects the soil and 
veyetatton from erosion while also screening the 
Principal structure and vehicles from a direct view. 


Dead, diseased, unsafe or fallen trees and noxious plants and 
shrubs, including poison ivy, poison sumac and poison oak, and 
other plants regarded as a cumnon nuiSance in Section 2, Public 
Act 347 Of 1941, as amended, may be removed, Planting of perennial 
native species in the natural vegetation strip is encouraged, 
especially where exposed soil and steep slopes exist, and in 
reforestation efforts. 


Section 5.10 - USE OF PESTICIDES, HERBICIDES AND FERTILIZERS. 
Because of the potentially severe adverse effects bn waterfront 
vegetation, fish, wildlife and water quality from inproper use 

of even small amounts of pesticides, herbicides and fertilizers, 
their use on lands within the Green Belt areca is strongly dis- 
couraged except when utilized in accord with the advice and 
supervision of qualified specialists. 


Secthon §.11 - LAND ALTERATION. Grading or filling on F lands 
or on lands subject to flooding, and filling for building on D 
and E lands, is prohibited. Where it is necessary to fill BP or 
E lands to provide access to an allowable building site on A, B 
or C lands, the zoning administrator may authorize fill only 
upon a finding that: 


fa) All F111 is located beyond the building setbacks as 
described in Section 5.5(d). 

{b} Fill material is of a pervious material such as grayel 
or sand. 


(c) Such £112 will not lead to increased flood levels, 
either upstream or downstream. 


(d) The £411, construction and continued use Of the 
facility will not lead to accelerated erosion or 
material degradation of the water resource, 


(e) Approval is granted by the local soil croston and 
sedimentation control officer as required by Act 
347 of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended. 


Section 5.12 ~ SANITARY WASTE SYSTEMS, Disposal field and 
septic tanks shall be no closer than one hundred fafty (150) 
feet to the water's edge. The disposal field tile shall be at 
least four and one-half feet above the high water table, Field 
tile trench bottoms shall be at least four feet above high water 


table. 


Section 5.13 - SUB SOIL DRAINAGE SYSTEMS. No sOll systems 
shall be nearer than forty (40) feet to any Sub soil drainage 
system (footing drains} emptying directly into the water. 

(septic drain fields and dry wells must be at least one hundrod 
(100) feet from the drain. Any question - see Health Departmont.)} 


Section 5.14 - NOTIFICATION OF DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL 


RESOURCES. A copy of each application for variance, amendment, 
special use permit, Or request regarding a non-conforming use, 
shall be forwarded to the Chief of the Division of Land Resource 
Programs, Department: of Natural Resqurces, for review at least 
14 days before a hearing by either the Board of Appeals or the 
planning or zoning comniss fon. ‘ 


CHAPTER XI 


Section 1].1 - PURPOSE, Special uses are those uses of land 
which are not essentially incompatible with the uses permitted in 
a zoning district, but possess characteristics or locational 
qualities which require individual review and restriction in order 
to avoid incompatibility with the character of the surrounding 
area, public services and facilities, and adjacent uses of land. 
The purpose of this Chapter is to establish equitable procedures 
and criteria which shall be applied in the determination of 
requests to establish special uses. The criteria for decision 

and requirements provided for under the provisions of this Chapter 
shall be in addition to those required elsewhere in this Ordinance 
which are applicable to the special use under consideration, 


Section 11.2 ~- APPLICATION PROCEDURES. An application for 
permission to establish a special use shadl be submitted and acted 
upon in accordance with the following procedures: 


(a) Application ~ Applications for special use permits 
shall be submitted through the Lovells Township doning 
Administrator to the Lovells Township Zoning Cosunission, 
Fach apptication shall be accompanied by the payment 
of a fee in accordance with the schedule of fees adopted 
by the Lovells Township Board to cover the costs of 
processing the application. No part of any fee shall 
be refundable. 


(b) Required information - An application for a Special use 


permit shall be accompanied by the following documents 
and information: 


(Ql) A special use application form supplied by the

(c) Hearing ~ After a preliminary review of an application 
for a special usé permit, the Lovells Township Zoning 
Commission shall hold a public hearing(s) on the 
special use request. Notice of the hearing shall be 
given by mail or personal delivery to all residents and 
property owners within three hundred (300) feet of the 
property under consideration fOr a special use permit 
at least ten days prier to the date af the hearing. The 
notice shall indicate the place, time and subject of 
the hearing, including the geographic area being 
considered for a special use permit. 


(d) Review and Approval - Within a reasonable time follow- 
ing the public hearing, the Lovells Township Zoning 
Commission sial) review the application for a special 
use permit, testimony received at the public hearing, 
and other materials submitted in relation to the request, 
and make a determination approving or denying the special 
use application in accord with the criteria for approval 
stated in Chapter XL, and such other standards contained 
in this Ordinance which relate to the special uses unter 
consideration, The Lovells Township Zoning Commission 
may request a report On any spectal use application 
from the Zoning Administrator and/or the Lovells Tawn- 
ship Planning Commission, Such 4 report shall assess 
the conformatnce of a special use request witn the 
requirements of this Ordinance and the development 
objactives of the Township. 


fe) Issuance of a special use permit - Upon the approval 
by the Lovells Township Zoning Comnission, there will 
be a special use permit drawn with the proper specifi-~- 
cations, signed by the Chairman of the Zoning Commission 
and the Zoning Acministrator and applicant.

operation of the special use under consideration, 


{a) General Standards - The Lovells Towship Zoning 
Comnission shall reviow the particular vdroumstances 
of the special use request under consideration in 
terms of tha following standards, and shall approve 
a special use only upon a finding of compliance with 
each Of the following standards, as well as applicable 
standards estabkished elsewhere in this Ordinance: 


(1) The special use shall be designed, canstructed, 
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operated and maintained in a manner harmonious 
with the character Of adjacent property and the 
surrounding areéa;: 


The special use shall aot change the essential 
character of the surrounding area; 


(3) The special use shall not interfere with the 
general enjoyment Of adjacent property; 


(4) The special use shall not be hazardous to adjacent 
property, or involve uses, activities, materials 
or equipment which will be detrimental to the 
health, safety or welfare Of persons or property 
through the excessive production of traffic, noise, 
smoke, odor, fumes or glare; 


(5) The special use shali be adequately served by 
essential public facilities and services, or it 
shall be demonstrated that the person responsible 
for the proposed use shall be able to continually 
provide adequately for the services and facilities 
deemed essential to the special use under considera- 
tion;

Such conditions shall be considered an integrat part 
of the special use permit and shall be enforced by the 


éoning Adninistrator, 
Section 11.4 - PERMUT VALIDITY,
